Bennett is in 
a hospital and will be recovered with- 
in a week, Ford officials said.

Freezing of Prices in Wartime 
Is Urged by Senator Vandenberg 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—(/)— 
A constitutional amendment to permit 
the freezing of prices at the outbreak 
of a war was recommended to con- 
gress today by the war policies com- 
mission in its final report based on 
many months of investigation into 
eliminating profits from such con- 
flict. 

A resolution proposing the amend- 
ment was immediately offered by Sen- 
ator Vandenberg, republican; Michi- 
an, a member of the commission, on

The report was forwarded to con- 
gress by President Hoover. 

Objections by Senators Robinson, 
republican, Indiana, and Dill, demo- 
erat, Washington, prevented action

tions for an excess profit tax 


be referred to the secretary of the 
treasury for an opinion, 

The tax would be 95 per cent of 
all earnings of corporations and indi- 


viduals in excess of the average for 
three preceding years. 

King said congress now has full 
power not only to tax 95 per cent of 
war profits but all of them. 

Senator Dill, democrat, Washing- 
ton, asked why the commission had 
not complied with its instructions and 
recommended a plan for eliminating 
instead of merely equalizing the prof- 
ts of war. 

Vandenberg said the commission 
had concluded the taxing power was 
the best method for taking the profits 
out of war. 

Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, 
asked why prices should not be fixed 
in peace time as well as during a 
war. Vandenberg replied this. ques- 
tion: had not come “within the pur- 
view of the commission.”

Snapping angrily, the lion of March 
weather roared through the eastern 
and southern states Monday, tramp- 
ing down possibly a score of persons 
and hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property. 

From the Florida coast to Canada, 
from the Rocky mountains to the At- 
lantic seaboard, it beat a path of 
death and destruction as it gnashed 
through temperatures from far below 
zero to freezing. 

It churned up the Atlantic ocean, 
where it left five coast guardsmen it 
struck down as they were trying to 
save its threatened victims. 

It caused the deaths of at least 
eight others—four in Maryland, one 
in North Carolina and one in Florida 
—by shattering homes or sending au-

They revealed that more Japanese 
troops were expected to arrive at 
W oosung.

Prospects for a formal armistice 
at Shanghai appeared considerably 
improved yesterday, although each 
side accused the other of resuming 
the offensive in the field. 

The Japanese declared that 3,000 
Chinese launched an attack near 
Liuho, and the Chinese said the 
Japanese were pushing west from 
Nanziang and Kating. 

The Chinese government at Lo- 
yang reiterated its determination to 
resist the Japanese and appointed 
Chiang Kai-shek, former president.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—(UP) 
Warantee of depositors in all mem- 
ber banks of the vast Federal Reserve 
system was proposed today by Rep- 
resentative Henry B. Steagall, of Ala- 
» as the only really effective way 

to end money hoarding. 

Steagall proposed, in a bill he in- 
troduced latetoday, a banking fund of 

000,000 to guarantee depssits, A 
board of five, headed by the secre- 
tary of treasury, would administer the 
fund and liquidate the obligations of 
all insolvent banks by stated instal- 
ments over a period of 20 months. 

Asking special permission to ex- 
plain his new bill, Steagall for 45 
minutes told of its provisions. Rep- 
resentative Fiorella La Guardia, of 
New York, interrupted him to say: 

“You have done more with this bill 
to HK money hoarding than _all the 
official acts we have considered.” 

Believes in Measure. 

Steagall was applauded heartily. 
He said he believed his bill necessary 
to stop hoarding. 

“The guarantee of deposits is the 
onl thing that will end hoarding 
both by individuals and by Danks,” 
he asserted. 

Steagall’s bill igor ides first that 
no national bank Shall be chartered 
with less than $50,000 capital and 
10 per cent surplus. 

Stockholders would be relieved of 
double liability excent as to banks 
that operate branches.

earnings of Federal Reserve banks 
would be distributed to member banks 
on the basis of the amount of their 
capital stock. 

To guarantee deposits of member 
banks, there would be a fund total- 
ing :. appreximately — . $500,000, 
which would cost the federal govern- 
ment nothing. It would be made up 
as follows: 

1—The $187,000,000 fund, held by 
the treasury, representing franchise 
taxes paid by member banks. 

2—A $200,000,000 fund contributed 
by member banks in the form of as- 
sessments on the basis of their time 
and demand deposits. 

3$—An annual assessment of as 
much of a total of $100,000,000 as 
may be necessary against the deposits 
of member banks. 

Only so much of the $200,000,000 
fund would be collected as was nec- 
essary, and the money could be re- 
deposited in member banks without 
interest charges until needed. 

Appraisal of the probable losses to 
depositors in a bank that failed would 
be made by a special board. Sixty 
days after certification of insolvency, 
depositors with less than $1,000 due 
them would be paid 50 per cent. De- 
positors credited with between $1,000 
and $2,000 due would receive $500, 
and those with larger amounts a flat 
25 per cent. 

Six months later, the $1,000 class 
depositors would get the rest of their 
money: larger depositors would get an- 
other 25 per cent. At succeeding six- 
month intervals, the larger depositors 
wonld get additional 25 per cent in- 
stalments, making up their total 
credit.

FARMERS TOLD 


HOW TO OBTAIN. 
FEDERAL, LOANS 


What to do and what not to do in 
applying for federal farm’ loans is set 
out in regulations sent from the de- 
partment of agriculture in Washing- 
ton. Blanks for loan applications are 
now available through county agents. 

No one person can borrow more 
than $400 for all purposes. Fifty 
is the amount set 
aside this year for loans throughout 
the nation, 


Each farmer applying for a loan 
must have information on the acreage 
he planted to different crops in 19380- 
1931 with the yields per acre, and alse 
must have a farm plan for 1932 which 
must be approved by the county agent. 


Applicants must agree to use seed 
and methods approved by local repre- 
sentatives of the department of agri- 
culture. The money will be loaned 
on a per acre basis for crops to be 
grown in sections where fertilizers 
are in common use. No more than 
$6 per acre is available for cotton, 
peanuts, peppers and no more than 
$10 per acre for tobacco. Applica- 
tions for loans must be filed not later 
than April 30.

WASHINGTON, March 7.—(>)— 
The great, war-like offensive against 
hoarding swung into action today, sig- 
nalled by President Hoover himself 
In a stirring appeal for a demonstra- 
tion of the people's faith in their 
country. 

At the “zero hour” late last night, 
the chief executive faced a battery of 
microphones in the White House cab- 
inet room to tell his nation-wide radio 
audience that it was time for every 
citizen to step, out against the harm- 
fal economic forces that have ham- 
pered recovery, with releasing hoard- 
ing money the big objective. 


“The American people,” said Mr. 
Hoover, “have at this moment one of 
the greatest opportunities in their nis- 
tory to show an assured confidence 
and an active faith in their own des- 
tiny which is the destiny of the United 
States—and by that faith we shall 
win this battle.”

NOT DEDUCTIBLE 


Doyal Notifies Georgians 
That Full Payment 
Must Be Made. 


Georgians who paid both a federal 
and state income tax for part of the 


year 1929 and all of 1930, and who 
deducted from the payment to the 
state the amount paid the federal 
government have been notified by 
Paul H. Doyal, chairman of the state 
revenue commission, that such a de- 
duction was illegal and that it must 
be paid into the treasury. 

Under the first income tax law, 
passed in July, 1929, federal taxes 
could be deducted from the amount 
due the state under the interpretation 
of the law by former Tax Commis- 
sioner R. C. Norman. When Paul 
H. Doyal, Norman's successor, took 
office he reversed Norman’s ruling 
on this law as he did on virtually 
all tax acts. 

Doyal himself was reversed the 
past week when the state board of tax 
appeals, in a case brought from Co- 
lumbus, held that cotton in its orig- 
inal package was not subject to the 
levy of a gross sales tax. Norman 
had interpreted the law in the same 
manner the commission ultimately 
did. Members of the appeals board 
are Attorney-General George M. Na- 
pier, Secretary of State John B. Wil- 
son and State Auditor Tom Wisdom, 
the latter chairman. 

It was reported at the capitol Mon-% 
day that Doyal is planning to appeal 
from the appeals board to the courts 
for affirmation of his ruling in the 
gross sales tax. Norman, it was said, 
expects to file the suits for a refund 
of income taxes for the years 1929, 
1930 and a part of 1931, which have 
been paid, under protest, without al- 
lowance off for federal income taxes 
paid.

Amendment Carefully Worded. 


The proposed amendment is care- 
fully worded and provides that the 
manufacture of non-intoxicating beer 
“shall be conducted under permits to 
be issued in accordance with the na- 
tional prohibition act.” 


The maximum alcoholic content 
under present law is one-half of one 
per cent. Th belief that further ac- 
tion to amend the prohibition act 
would be unnecessary was expressed 
by Cullen.

TAX APPEAL PETITIONERS 
WILL GET SHORTER TIME 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The 
new tax measure which was reported 
to the house today by Representative 
Charles R. Crisp, Georgia, acting 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, changes the time for filing a 
petition for review of decisions of 
the board of tax appeals from six 
months after a decision is rendered, 
to “within three months.” 

Representative Crisp said, however, 
that this change would not apply on 
or before the enactment into law of 
the tax bill. 

The bill now before congress fur- 
ther amends the revenue act of 1926 
by not barring from allowance a claim 
for credit or refund filed prior to the 
enactment of the new revenue act, 
whieh but for such allowance would 
have been allowable, nor does it bar 
from allowance a claim in respect of 
a tax for the taxable year 1918, 1919 
or 1920, if such claim is filed before 
the expiration of five years after the 
date the return was due, 

Judge Crisp pointed out that many 
corporations or individuals in Geor- 
gia might be affected by these 
changes and that as far as he knew 
no alterations of these changes would 
be made by either the house or senate. 

Judge Crisp said the report on the 
bill would be submitted to the house 
tomorrow or Wednesday and that de- 
bate would start Thursday. One of 
the many significant changes made in 
the existing revenue law, in so far as 
rural America and smaller state com- 
munities are concerned, is the strik- 
ing out of the revenue act of 1926
